REPORT... 


Another year has passed—our schools closed, and duty requires that 

I should set before you as the law requires, “the number of weeks 
which the public schools have been kept in each district and what 

portion thereof has been kept by male, and what portion by female 

teachers; the number of scholars that have attended each school ; 

the progress made in each school in the various branches of learning ; 

the number of children between the ages of four and fourteen in each 
_ district, that have not attended school therein, and -the number of 
persons in each district between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one 
years who cannot read and write, with such other suggestions as may 
be useful upon the subject of education.” I believe there are none 
in town but what can read and write to some extent. <A few small 
children above four years of age have not been sent to school as yet. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This District obtained the services of Miss SARAu F. Bropeetr, 
a resident of the district, for the summer term. Length of school, 
nineteen weeks. Whole number of scholars 52. Average attendance 
38. ‘Lhis school made rapid progress through the assiduous labors of 
its earnest and faithful instructress. Its motto seemed to be, what is 
worth doing at all, is worth doing well. 

The younger portion of the school in reading and spelling, made 
the best improvement, but when all did so well why need I particu- 
larize. Finally, Miss BLopegett, while she makes no vain preten- 
tions or superficial display with her scholars, is a thorough and con- 
sciencious teacher; and her school was all the most fastidious could 
desire. 
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WINTER SCHOOL. 


This term commenced under the charge of a worthy and talented 
young man, and continued three weeks, when he thought that instead 
of teaching young ideas how to shoot, he himself would learn to shoot 
at rebellious rebels. 

He was succeeded by Cyrus O. Brown, a former teacher of this 
school. Whole number scholars 37. Length of school, in all, 13 2-5 
weeks. Average attendance 28. Of this teacher I shall say but little, 
for as Committee, I did not visit his school, but hope when others 
visited it, they found both teacher and scholar striving to their utmost 
to do their whole duty. This school has been truly a working school, 
all seemed to regard with pleasure the progress of each other, and 
their enthusiasm did not seem to abate at the close of the school.— 
The teacher honestly said, at the close of his school, that during the 
past winter, he had spent in that school some of the pleasantest hours 
of his life. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Miss AMANDA Browy, teacher. Length of school in weeks 18.— 
Whole number of scholars 48. Average attendance 35. Miss BRowN 
had many prejudices to overcome, but like the wise philosopher, she 
rose above them all by her pure life. She sought to develop the mor- 
al as well as the intellectual faculties—a legal duty so plain that “ the 
poor way-faring man may not err therein.” The order was all that I 
could desire ; the instruction plain and practical ; the progress excel- 
lent in most of the-studies, especially in the 1st and 2nd Reader class- 
es, in a class in History, in spelling, and all the little folks in Arith- 
metic. The scholars took pride in doing their best, and I think to 
the general satisfaction of all who witnessed the closing exercises of 
the school. Miss Brown possesses the elements of the right stamp 
for a teacher, and with a little more energy and experience, will at- 
tain a high rank in her noble calling. 


WINTER SCHOOL. | 

Mr. Reuben Peaslee, teacher. Whole number scholars 46. Average 
attendance 30. Length of school 12 weeks. On our first visit this 
school appeared well, but soon the scholars appeared as did the frogs 
with their log king, in Ausop’s fable of the frogs. 
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Mr. Peaslee was better adapted to instruct young men just closing 
their school days, as he possessed much general and practical know- 
ledge, than to instil in the mind of the child a love of books and study. 
His petulance in school reminded us of the shrew of Socrates. His 
«lasses, many of them, exhibited a careless indifference, and the whole 
school wore a slovenly aspect. One class.of large scholars it*Gram- 
mar made geod improvement. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In the ancient city of Delos on the Island of Delos about ninety 
miles from Athens was the temple of Apollo dear to the heart of every 
Grecian, Ionian and Persian. It was at this temple, after internal 
feuds and external wars, that each forgetting past differences could as- 
semble and worship at one shrine. Nowwe need not go many miles 
for a common altar, for one is placed almost within a “sabbath days 
journey” of every family in New England—the school-room. As the 
former was the birth place of the twins, Apollo and Diana, so was the 
latter the birth place of religious and republican liberty.—Let us see 
that no ruthless hand be raised to desecrate this trust of our Fathers. 
The king of Sparta, Agesilaus, when asked what things doys should 
learn, answered, what they ‘will practice when they become men. If 
we would see prompt, earnest, energetic men we must train the young 
to be so for, 

“ The child is father to the man.” 

As alamented one has expressed my ideas of agood teacher, in so 
much better language than I can, I quote his words. “ Asto a teach- 
er’s intellectual qualifications, his mind should be a fountain not a 
reservoir. His knowledge should gush up of itself, and not have to 
be drawn up by a windlass. In addition to his intellectual furnishing, 
he should be a man of integrity, of moral rectitude, and purity of char- 
acter, imbued with the spirit of truth and wisdom. If, beside all this, 
the light of a christian faith irradiate his.scientific and literary acquire- 
ments, it would serve to give them a brighter lustre.”
